Sixty-four years after Viola 
Desmond was jailed for 
sitting in a whites-only 
section of a New Glasgow 
movie theatre, people 
gathered in Halifax Thurs¬ 
day to officially pardon 
“Canada’s Rosa Parks” and 
celebrate her as a hero. 

It was the first free par¬ 
don in the history of Nova 
Scotia. In Canada, it’s the 
first time clemency has 
been awarded posthumous¬ 
ly- 

The declaration marks 
not just that Desmond was 
innocent, but that the con¬ 
viction itself was wrong. 

“The arrest, detainment 
and conviction of Viola 
Desmond is an example in 
our history where the law 
was used to perpetuate 
racism and racial segrega¬ 
tion — this is contrary to 
the values of Canadian soci¬ 
ety,” said Premier Darrell 
Dexter. 

“On behalf of the 
province of Nova Scotia, I 
am sorry.” 

On Nov. 8,1946 Desmond 
attempted to buy a movie 
ticket to the main floor of 
the Roseland Theatre in 
New Glasgow. Staff refused 
to sell her one because the 
lower level was for white 
people only. African Nova 
Scotians had to sit in the 
balcony, where tickets cost 
one cent less. 


unknowingly 
given a bal¬ 
cony ticket 
and when 
she went to 
sit in the 
main level 
the theatre 
manager 
Dexter called the 

police. 

Desmond was jailed for the 


night, tried and convicted 
for failing to pay an extra 
cent in tax to the province, 
and fined $20. 

Viola Desmond passed 
away in the 1960s, but her 
little sister Wanda Robson, 
now 83, was at the ceremo¬ 
ny in the legislature Red 
Room Thursday. 

In a graceful speech, she 
had the packed crowd shift¬ 


ing between laughter and 
applause as she recounted 
the long movement to have 
Desmond pardoned. 

“It just became my mis¬ 
sion,” she explained. “This 
is what I had to do.” 

Robson remembered her 
sister as a person who did 
things women at that time 
just didn’t do. She had a 
car, she learned to drive, 


and she had her own busi¬ 
ness. 

“You know what she 
would say? Mom and dad 
would be so proud. That’s 
what she would think,” 
Robson told reporters. 

“She would be so happy. 
And not only for personal 
achievement, but for leav¬ 
ing something behind for 
the young people.”

Kelly warns on water 

Asks province, feds for help with wastewater upgrades

New federal wastewater 
regulations would repre¬ 
sent the “single most sig¬ 
nificant property tax 
increase ever in the histo¬ 
ry of Canada/’ HRM Mayor 
Peter Kelly said Thursday. 

Kelly urged the provincial 
and federal governments to 
establish cost-sharing 
strategies with municipali¬ 
ties to deal with the cost of 
upgrading wastewater in¬ 
frastructure. He said the in¬ 
creased standards could 
cost HRM between $1.7 and 
$2.5 billion over 30 years. 

“This becomes an annual 
cost,” Kelly said. 

“This is a life-altering 
change for the municipali¬ 
ties in terms of financial 
pressures ... We’re asking 
the feds (and) the province, 
to be part of this solution.” 

The regulations, devel¬ 
oped over a six-year process

New figures show G8 
countries are well short of 
their development-aid 
commitments — but Cana¬ 
da can change that, aid 
advocates say.

Garbage, garbage 
everywhere... 

Plastic could pose biggest threat to oceans 


Researchers are warning 
of a new blight on the 
ocean: A swirl of confetti¬ 
like plastic debris stretch¬ 
ing over thousands of 
square kilometres in a re¬ 
mote expanse of the 
Atlantic Ocean. 

The floating garbage — 
hard to spot from the sur¬ 
face and spun together by a 
vortex of currents — was 
documented by two groups 
of scientists who trawled 
the sea between scenic 
Bermuda and Portugal’s 
mid-Atlantic Azores islands. 

The studies describe a 
soup of micro-particles 
similar to the so-called 
Great Pacific Garbage 
Patch, a phenomenon dis¬ 
covered a decade ago be¬ 
tween Hawaii and Califor¬ 
nia that researchers say is 
likely to exist in other 
places around the globe. 

“We found the great At¬ 
lantic garbage patch,” said 
Anna Cummins, who col¬ 
lected plastic samples on a 
sailing voyage in February.

The debris is harmful for 
fish, sea mammals — and 
at the top of the food chain, 
potentially humans — even 
though much of the plastic 
has broken into such tiny 
pieces they are nearly invis¬ 
ible. 

Since there is no realistic 
way of cleaning the oceans, 
advocates say the key is to 
keep more plastic out by 
raising awareness and, 
wherever possible, chal¬ 
lenging a throwaway cul¬ 
ture that uses non- 
biodegradable materials for 
disposable products. 

“Our job now is to let 
people know that plastic 
ocean pollution is a global 


problem — it unfortunate¬ 
ly is not confined to a sin¬ 
gle patch,” Cummins said. 

Long trails of seaweed, 
mixed with bottles, crates 
and other flotsam, drift in 
the still waters of the area, 
known as the North At¬ 
lantic Subtropical Conver¬ 
gence Zone. 

But the most nettlesome 
trash is nearly invisible: 
Countless specks of plas¬ 
tic, often smaller than pen¬ 
cil erasers, suspended near 
the surface of the Atlantic. 

“It’s shocking to see it 
first-hand,” Cummins said. 
“We’ve managed to leave 
our footprint really every¬ 
where.” 

Charles Moore, an ocean 
researcher credited with 
discovering the Pacific 
garbage patch, said the At¬ 
lantic undoubtedly has 
similar amounts of plastic. 

“Humanity’s plastic foot¬ 
print is probably more 
dangerous than its carbon 
footprint,” he said.

Car bomb injures 
eight in Kandahar 


Afghanistan A car bomb 
exploded outside a hotel in 
the southern Afghan city 
of Kandahar Thursday, in¬ 
juring at least eight peo¬ 
ple, while fighting in the 
north of the country left 
four German troops dead, 
officials said. 

The explosion in front of 
the Noor Jehan Hotel shat¬ 
tered windows in the shab¬ 
by four-storey structure, 
destroyed five vehicles and 
damaged a number of 
shops in the area. At least 
two of those injured were 
in serious condition, said 
local official Nidah Mo¬ 
hammed. 

The hotel, located in a 
busy downtown commer¬ 


cial district, is home to a 
number of foreign news 
organizations and has lit¬ 
tle security. 

International forces pres¬ 
ent in the city rarely patrol 
through the area. The news 
organizations are largely 
staffed by Afghans, and 
there was no immediate in¬ 
dication foreigners were 
among those hurt. 

Aghalala, a money 
changer working the street 
in front of the hotel, said 
two men pulled up in the 
car, parked it, and walked 
away. Five minutes later 
the white sedan exploded, 
said Aghalala, who uses 
only one name.

Somali pirates scooped up 
by U.S. and European war¬ 
ships are sitting in legal 
limbo on the high seas. 
Bringing them to the law¬ 
less Somali capital for trial 
is not an option and Kenya 
says it won't take any 
more, though diplomats 
wonder if the government 
in Nairobi may be trying 
to wring more cash from 
the international commu¬ 
nity. 

Among the more than 
two dozen captured pirates 
being held on international 
warships are 11 suspected 
pirates who attacked two 
American warships this 
month. They haven’t yet 
been transferred anywhere. 
Lt. Matt Allen of the 
Bahrain-based U.S. Fifth 
Fleet says the American gov¬ 
ernment is “reviewing its 


options for disposition.” 

Kenyan officials say pi¬ 
rates are putting an undue 
strain on the countiy’s con¬ 
gested justice system. But 
diplomats say only 118 of 
Kenya’s 53,000 prisoners 
are convicted or suspected 
pirates. 

Government spokesman 
Alfred Mutua said Thursday 
that Kenya is still helping 
anti-piracy efforts by help¬ 
ing to track ransom money, 
providing a refuelling base 
and by patrolling its own 
coastline and said other 
countries should play their 
part. 

Such words have gone 
down badly with countries 
collectively paying more 
than $1 million a day for 
the international navies pa¬

The tragedy that is Trevor Zinck 



’ve only met Trevor 
Zinck once. Back in 
2007 when I was work¬ 
ing on a stoiy about the 
far too many children 
who fall through the cracks 
of our child welfare system 
and he was a fresh-faced 


NDP MLA. He seemed 
earnest and genuinely con¬ 
cerned. 

How to square that Trevor 
Zinck with the off-the-rails 
unnatural disaster he has 
become this past month? 

The Trevor Zinck who al¬ 
legedly played so fast and 
loose with his MLA expens¬ 
es he got kicked out of the 
NDP caucus? 

The Trevor Zinck who 
stands accused of running 
up a $10,000 gambling debt 
on the credit card of a dis¬ 
abled friend for whom he 
was once a caregiver? 


The Trevor Zinck who 
now blames eveiyone else 
for his troubles? 

The simple, and most 
likely, answer is Zinck’s 
“problems” with alcohol 
and gambling — which he 
has publicly acknowledged 
in an offhanded way but has 
clearly not yet accepted as 
serious, or seemingly done 
anything to deal with — 
have warped his political 
and personal judgments. 

Without getting all Dr. 
Phil, it seems obvious 
Trevor Zinck is in denial. 

When he got kicked out 


of the caucus, for example, 
Zinck dismissed concerns 
about his own alleged fail¬ 
ure to pay routine bills for 
which he’d already been re¬ 
imbursed. If there had been 
a problem, he argued, it was 
just bookkeeping. And he’d 
taken care of it. 

He lashed out at Darrell 
Dexter, accusing the pre¬ 
mier of plotting to oust him 
to scare other unidentified 
NDP MLAs from voting 
against the government’s 
upcoming budget. 

When his former friend 
reluctantly went public 


about Zinclc’s alleged failure 
to repay the credit card 
debt, Zinck claimed the 
NDP put the man’s family 
up to it. The family denied 
the allegation. 

Zinclc’s most recent claim 
that all these unlikely con¬ 
spiracies are somehow in¬ 
tended to undermine what 
he claims is widespread 
public support for him 
among his constituents ap¬ 
pears — to be generous — 
delusional. 

In the end, there are two 
issues here. 

The first, of course, is the 


public issue of Trevor 
Zinclc’s ability — and legiti¬ 
macy — to continue as an 
MLA. Let’s leave that for to¬ 
day. 

The larger, sadder and 
more human issue is that 
Trevor Zinck needs help. 
The tragedy is that he still 
doesn’t — or won’t — rec¬ 
ognize just how much. Let’s 
hope, for his sake, that that 
changes. 

Before it’s too late.

What do higher interest rates mean for you?

Does Canada really need 
higher interest rates to keep 
inflation in check? Who 
knows, but we’re going to 
get them anyway. 

Along about June, the 
Bank of Canada will start 
raising the target for the 
“overnight rate.” That’s the 
rate financial institutions 
use to lend money to each 
other. This will send ripples 


across the interest rate spec¬ 
trum, from business and 
consumer loans to mort¬ 
gage rates and credit card 
charges. If the Bank of 
Canada keeps boosting 
rates, the ripple will start to 
look more like a wave. 

In late March, the big 
banks anticipated coming 
rate hikes by boosting post¬ 
ed rates for five-year mort¬ 
gages. 

How will this play out for 
you? Taken with related 
economic factors like the 
value of the Canadian dol¬ 
lar, higher interest rates 
will hurt more than they 
help. If you’ve been plan¬ 
ning to buy a house, do it 
now because mortgage 


rates will be higher in the 
second half. Say you could 
get a $250,000 fixed rate 
mortgage today at 4.5 per 
cent, but would have to pay 
five per cent in August. 
Over a five-year term, that 
extra half-point will cost 
you $6,000 in additional in¬ 
terest. And you’ll pay off 
nearly $1,800 less in princi¬ 
pal. 

You might also want to 
buy a new car sooner as 
well. Automakers have 
been offering zero per cent 
financing and attractive 
lease and maintenance 
deals. But car companies 
are still struggling to recov¬ 
er and they know this land 
of competition strangles 


profits. Higher interest rates 
will boost their operating 
costs and make them cut 
back on incentives as soon 
as they can. 

By boosting the value of 
the Canadian dollar, higher 
interest rates should make 
import prices cheaper. But 
at the retail level, Canadian 
prices are invariably higher 
than U.S. levels to start with 
— nearly seven per cent 
higher as of late — reflect¬ 
ing our cost structure. 

If you really want bar¬ 
gains, cross the U.S. border 
and buy there.

Late-filing penalties 


Many Canadians will be 
spending the next few 
weeks wading through pa¬ 
perwork and scouring 
their homes for months- 
old receipts as the April 30 
deadline to get their taxes 
in order looms. 

“People hate doing this,” 
said Dennis Tew, chief fi¬ 
nancial officer at Franklin 
Templeton Investments 
Corp. 

“They know that they 
have to go and find all 
their information. They 
know that they have to 
pull it together.” 

Tew said he’s made a 


habit of getting his own 
tax return done early each 
year — mainly because his 
tax refund arrives that 
much quicker. 

While Gena Katz, execu¬ 
tive director of Ernst & 
Young’s tax practice, 
agrees it’s “silly” to put off 
filing a tax return if the 
government owes you 
money, she said it’s even 
worse to miss the deadline 
when it’s the other way 
around. 

“For people who owe 
money, they really have to 
file on time or at least pay 
on time because the penal-

ties are pretty severe for 
late filing,” said Katz. 

With two weeks to go 
until the taxman comes 
knocking, chronic procras¬ 
tinators across Canada 
may be at a loss on where 
to start.

now you’re trying to find 
all of this information,” 
said Cleo Hamel, a senior 
tax analyst with H&R 
Block. 

The government needs 
any information relating 
to income, so first and 
foremost it’s important to 
round up those T-slips. 


The next priority is to 
track down forms and re¬ 
ceipts related to any num¬ 
ber of available tax credits 
— charitable donations, 
children’s health pro¬ 
grams, childcare, home 
renovations, tuition, and 
health-care costs. 

“If the only thing you 
have is your income infor¬ 
mation, I know that by the 
end of it you’re not going 
to be happy with the re¬ 
sult. You’ll probably owe 
money or maybe you’re 
not getting as much of a 
refund,” said Hamel.

TransCanada CEO to retire 


energy Diversified energy 
giant TransCanada Corp. 
will soon be under new 
leadership. 

North America’s largest 
natural gas shipper says 
its chief executive — one 
of Western Canada’s best- 
known and most success¬ 
ful business leaders — 
will retire at the end of 
June. 

Hal Kvisle, 57, joined 
TransCanada in 1999 after 
years in the oil industry, 
including a period at leg¬ 
endary Dome Petroleum 
Ltd., and moved into the 
top job at the gas pipeline 
operator in 2001. 

During his tenure, he 
won wide respect in the en¬ 
ergy sector and was named 
Canada’s Outstanding CEO 
of the year in 2008. 

Kvisle said Thursday that 
TransCanada has either 
achieved or exceeded all 
goals it set out in the past 
decade. 

In particular, he cited the 
company’s Canadian expan¬ 
sion and the establishment 
of a gas transmission busi¬ 


ness in the United States. 

Kvisle will be succeeded 
by current chief operating 
officer Russ Girling, a for¬ 
mer CFO at the Calgaiy 
company. 

Barry Jackson, Trans- 
Canada’s chairman, cited 
Kvisle’s “focus, drive and 
wisdom” for helping the 
natural gas shipper grow 
rapidly in the last 
decade. 

TransCanada’s growth 
reflects the continental ex¬ 
pansion of the energy 
business, with growing oil- 
sands production, a widen¬ 
ing pipeline network 
Canada and the United 
States and new sources of 
natural gas in shale rock 
formations in both coun¬ 
tries. 

“Our Canadian gas trans¬ 
mission business is ex¬ 
panding to move B.C. shale 
gas to market,” Kvisle said. 

“We are working to ex¬ 
tend our Canadian system 
to connect northern gas 
from Mackenzie and Alas¬ 
ka.”

oilsands project 


British oil giant BP PLC 
faced down a rebellion 
from a vocal minority of 
shareholders Thursday 
over a controversial 
oilsands project in Canada 
and the 40 per cent pay in¬ 
crease granted to the com¬ 
pany’s chief executive. 

A coalition of more than 
100 shareholders backed a 
resolution at the compa¬ 
ny’s annual general meet¬ 


ing calling for a review of 
its plans to extract oil from 
the vast oilsands in north¬ 
eastern Alberta. 

They wanted the compa¬ 
ny to provide more detail 
on the environmental im¬ 
pact of the project, which 
critics say will be more 
harmful to the environ¬ 
ment than traditional oil 
extraction. 

But BP, which argues it is 


crucial in helping meet the 
world’s energy needs over 
the next 20 years, won the 
vote with the support of 
major institutional in¬ 
vestors. The company said 
it would make a final deci¬ 
sion on whether to finance 
the joint venture with 
Canadian partner Husky 
Energy Ltd. by the end of 
the year.

Don't stop allowances: Pharmacist 


drugs Independent phar¬ 
macist Bryan Hastie says if 
Ontario eliminates profes¬ 
sional allowances paid to 
drug stores by generic drug 
manufacturers, he may 
have to join his larger com¬ 
petitors and cut staff — 
but at his husband-and- 
wife operation, that means 
closing shop. 

“If I didn’t have the pro¬ 
fessional allowance in¬ 
come, I couldn’t afford to 


pay myself,” Hastie said in 
an interview from his 
Kitchener, Ont., pharmacy 
Thursday. “And I make 
about a third of what a 
Shoppers Drug Mart phar¬ 
macist would make.” 

Hastie, who has owned a 
Medicine Shoppe franchise 
for three years, said it’s a 
little unusual for the inde¬ 
pendents to be fighting on 
the same side as large com¬ 
petitors. “But Shoppers 


Drug Mart’s got the biggest 
pockets and they can stand 
up ... and they can afford 
it,” he said. 

The Ontario government 
says ending the profession¬ 
al allowances will cut the 
price of generic drugs by at 
least 50 per cent, knocking 
$500 million a year off the 
cost to the province’s pub¬ 
lic drug plan for seniors 
and others.

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Power execs 
take pay cuts 


The co-chief executives of 
Power Corp. and Power Fi¬ 
nancial, Paul Desmarais Jr. 
and his brother Andre, 
both took pay cuts last 
year. 

Paul Desmarais Jr., who 
also holds the title of chair¬ 
man, received $3.37 mil¬ 
lion in total compensation 
in 2009, down from $5.18 
million in 2008, according 
to the company’s manage¬ 
ment proxy circular. 

Andre Desmarais, who is 
also deputy chairman of 
Power Corp. and Power Fi¬ 
nancial, earned $3.67 mil¬ 
lion, compared with $5.02 
million in 2008. 

Both brothers received 
$1 million in salary, the 
same as in the previous 
year. However, the level of 
option-based awards was 
cut in half to $741,541. To¬ 
tal bonuses were reduced 
to $1 million from $1.25 
million. 

Compensation for pen¬ 
sions also decreased. Paul 
didn’t receive any pension 
accrual because he has at¬ 
tained the maximum. That 
compared to $876,000 in 
2008. Andre’s pension ac¬ 
crual was $145,910, down 
from $594,000 in 2008. 


Executive vice-president 
John Rae, brother of Liber¬ 
al MP and former Ontario 
premier Bob Rae, saw his 
total compensation fall to 
$853,000 from $1.17 mil¬ 
lion in 2008. 

Henri-Paul Rousseau, 
Power’s vice-chairman and 
former head of the Caisse 
de depot et placement du 
Quebec, received $1.29 
million in compensation. 
That included $550,000 in 
total salary, $124,313 in 
share-based awards, 

$100,000 in bonus. 

Rousseau started at Pow¬ 
er in January 2009, after 
leaving the Caisse in May 
2008. 

Chief financial officer 
Phillip Ryan’s compensa¬ 
tion increased to nearly 
$2.5 million, from $2.27 
million. Amauiy de Seze, 
also listed as vice-chair¬ 
man, earned $1.66 million, 
up from $1.4 million. 

Power Financial, a sub¬ 
sidiary of the conglomer¬ 
ate controlled by Quebec’s 
Desmarais family, earned 
$1.4 billion or $1.91 a basic 
and diluted share last year, 
up from $1.3 billion or 
$1.78 in 2008.

industry Rio Tinto expects 
that a dry winter in the 
Saguenay region of Quebec 
will force its aluminum di¬ 
vision to increase energy 
purchases this year from 
the provincial utility de¬ 
spite flat production levels. 

The mining giant said 
low snow and rain levels 
that accompanied the 
warmest winter in 50 years 
could lead to reduced pow¬ 
er generation by its Que¬ 
bec facilities. 

“At this point we’re look¬ 
ing at lower levels than 
usual and it’s pretty much 
the lowest levels we’ve 
seen in a little while,” 
spokesman Stefano Bertol- 
li said in an interview. 

There were 176 millime¬ 
tres of precipitation at all 
its Quebec reservoirs be¬ 
tween Dec. 1 and March 
31, representing 82 per 
cent of the normal winter 
total. It was the driest win¬ 
ter since 2002 and the 
ninth worst in 57 years. 

Temperatures were near¬ 
ly five degrees warmer 
than normal at -9.9 C mak¬ 
ing it the warmest winter 
since 1957. 

Bertolli said electricity 
purchases will depend on 


rainfall in the coming 
months. 

Since 2002, Rio Tinto Al¬ 
can has generated on aver¬ 
age 2,100 megawatts of 
electricity annually and 
purchased 159 MW from 
Hydro-Quebec. 

It bought 116 MW last 
year, but 280 MW in 2007 
during the last diy spell. 

Rio Tinto, which pays 
low electricity costs under 
a secret contract with Hy¬ 
dro-Quebec, wouldn’t dis¬ 
close the possible cost of 
higher energy purchases. 

The Anglo-Australian 
company said Thursday 
that its total aluminum 
production should remain 
stable at 3.8 million tonnes 
in 2010. 

Production in the first 
quarter was one per cent 
below last year’s level and 
two per cent lower than 
during the fourth quarter, 
partly because of smelter 
closures and divestments. 

Overall Canadian alu¬ 
minum production de¬ 
creased 3.9 per cent to 
420,000 tonnes in the first 
quarter compared to a year 
ago. It was down 2.3 per 
cent from last quarter.

nfl Steelers president Art 
Rooney II says the team is 
ready to discipline Ben 
Roethlisberger but the pun¬ 
ishment will be co-ordinat¬ 
ed with the NFL and won’t 
pre-empt any league action. 

Rooney said Thursday 
that Roethlisberger told 
him he is prepared to 
accept disciplinary ac¬ 
tion. The Steelers like¬ 
ly would have acted by 
now, but Rooney said 
the NFL’s labour agree¬ 
ment makes that diffi¬ 
cult. 

Rooney expects NFL 
commissioner Roger 
Goodell to spend sev¬ 
eral weeks reviewing the ac¬ 
cusations that Roethlisberg¬ 
er sexually assaulted a 20- 
year-old college student in a 
Georgia nightclub bath¬ 
room. The quarterback 


won’t be charged in the 
case. The NFL and the Steel¬ 
ers probably won’t settle on 
any punishment until after 
next week’s three-day draft. 

“When we get to the 
point where we have 
agreed with the commis¬ 
sioner on what that action 
will be, that’s when 
it will be imposed,” 
Rooney said during 
his first news con¬ 
ference concerning 
the Roethlisberger 
case. 

The Roethlisberg¬ 
er case has been un¬ 
settling to the Steel¬ 
ers, and Rooney did 
not hide his displeasure. 

“I have made it clear to 
Ben that his conduct in this 
incident did not live up to 
our standards,” Rooney

The Games first ventured 
to Asia in 1998 at Kuala 
Lumpur. There, a 13-year- 
old diver from Canada,

chester in 2002, Ian Thor¬ 
pe of Australia, one of the 


greatest swimmers of all 
time, won six gold medals. 

More important than the 
exploits of the sporting 
stars is the pioneering spir¬ 
it of the Commonwealth 
Games. A far ciy from the 
very “British” field day 
they once were, the Games 
have come to include de¬ 
veloping parts of the world 
hungry to express them¬ 
selves through the pursuit 
of sport. 

India’s population of 
1.17 billion is second 
largest in the world next to 
the Peoples Republic of 
China. Yet, the upcoming 
Commonwealth Games 
represent the 
largest sport¬ 
ing event ever 
staged in In¬ 
dia’s history. 

There are, 
of course, is¬ 
sues. 

Overcrowd¬ 
ing, pollution, 
poverty and 
lack of infra¬ 
structure are hurdles to 
overcome.

Its’ journey signals the 
power of sport is reaching 
more people around the 
globe than ever before.

Matthew Vaughn’s 
superhero flick Kick-Ass is 
an outrageous mix of styl¬ 
ized violence and dark hu¬ 
mour that both gently 
mocks and pays homage to 
decades of superhero lore. 

It’s a lovingly R-rated af¬ 
fair that is sure to thrill ac¬ 
tion movie lovers and cos¬ 
tumed hero fans alike. 
Some will undoubtedly be 
offended by scenes featur¬ 
ing a pre-teen girl viciously 
dispatching legions of 
henchmen, but anyone 
with a sense of humour and 
an understanding that 
movies are make believe 
should be too busy giggling 
to notice any such party 
poopery. 


The film follows a boring 
and anonymous teen who 
decides to become a crime- 
fighter known as Kick-Ass. 
Predictably, he’s not very 
good at it. But a grainy cell 
phone video makes him an 
internet sensation, drawing 
the attention of a local 
crime boss who wants to 
take down the costumed 
vigilante harming his fami¬ 
ly business. 

Of course, that’s not Kick- 
Ass but a scorned cop out 
for revenge who is played 
by Nicolas Cage (channeling 


Adam West) and has turned 
his 11-year-old daughter in¬ 
to a deadly assassin. 

They’re called Big Daddy 
and Hit Girl and (much like 
Kick-Ass and the rich boy 
hero Red Mist) they aren’t 
actually superheroes, but 
people just crazy enough to 
think it could work. The sto¬ 
ry is relentlessly entertain¬ 
ing with just enough genre 
subversion and subtle com¬ 
mentary on new media 
celebrities to offer a brain 
behind the colourful explo¬ 
sions.

Films this odd and true to 
their own warped vision 
don’t come along often and 
should be celebrated. It’s a 
wish-fulfillment loveletter 
to fanboy culture that lands 
enough successful jokes 
and punches to appeal to a 
wider crowd as well. 

Kick-Ass was clearly de¬ 
signed to be a cult movie, 
which rarely works as cult 
films are supposed to be dis¬ 
missed oddities rediscov¬ 
ered years after theatrical 
failure. 

However, this movie 
strikes the right balance be¬ 
tween humorous piss-take 
and legitimate thrills to de¬ 
velop that kind of devoted 
fanbase. The only thing that 
could keep it from cult sta¬ 
tus is the fact that it’s good 
enough to be a hit with au¬ 
diences immediately.

review Most contemporary 
American thrillers are mod¬ 
els of economy, forgoing 
extensive character devel¬ 
opment in an attention 
maintaining rush to get the 
meat of the movie. 

But the Swedish film has 
always been a model of re¬ 
straint, taking it’s time to 
gently, effectively dig deep 
into the human element 
before unleashing whatev¬ 
er beast it has hidden up its 
sleeve. 

Which is why the highly 
touted murder mystery dra¬ 
ma The Girl With The Drag¬ 
on Tattoo comes so highly 
recommended: It’s as inti¬ 
mate and detailed as it is 
epic and jarring. 


Based on the posthu¬ 
mously published novel by 
Swedish mysteiy writer 
Stieg Lars son, director Niels 
Arden Oplev’s powerful 
and very faithful film adap¬ 
tation stars Michael Nyqvist 
as shamed investigative 
journalist Mikael Blomlc- 
vist, who is framed for a 
crime he didn’t commit. 

As he prepares for his im¬ 
pending prison sentence, a 
mysterious tattooed, 

pierced tomboy punk girl is 
following him. 

She’s Lisbeth (Noomi Ra- 
pace), the dragon inked girl 
of the title, a brilliant, 
streetwise computer hack¬ 
er and would be detective 
who, after a wealthy patri¬ 
arch hires Blomkvist to un¬ 
cover who in his family 
murdered his beloved, long 
dead niece, becomes the 
scribe’s partner, in more 
ways than one. 

But that synopsis barely 
scratches the surface. 

The Girl With The Drag¬ 
on Tattoo is a master class 
in how to effectively stage a 
shocker where eveiy facul¬ 
ty is engaged.

After last year’s Avatar and 
Star Trek, Zoe Saldana con¬ 
tinues her streak of guy- 
friendly films as tough-as- 
nails Aisha in The Losers. 

And as much as she’d 
like to play something soft¬ 
er some day, the New York 
native is more than happy 
to kick a little butt on 
screen. “Hollywood has 
made a living out of por¬ 
traying women to be such 
canker sores. We just have 
to be rescued all the time 
because we’re so incompe¬ 
tent,” Saldana says. 

“I grew up in Queens in 
the ’80s, where women 
were the caretakers and 
they were the soldiers. I’m 
in that phase right now, so 
until I bum that, then I’ll 
be the damsel in distress. 
But, right now, I like hold¬ 
ing the gun. I like partici¬ 
pating in the saving of the 
day. I think it’s really sexy.” 

The Losers required Sal¬ 
dana to team up with co- 
star Jeffrey Dean Morgan 
for both adrenaline-filled 
fight scenes and a steamy 
love scene, which she did¬ 
n’t mind at all, she says. 

“It helps that Jeffrey was 
such a gentleman and so 
respectful because tmst 


me, as a woman, try doing 
that with a fricking prick,” 
he says. “It’s not a good day 
at work. You’re the only 
one that’s naked and you 
have to act like you’re not 
aware that you’re naked. 
And then, not only that, 
you have to flip your hair 
and have an orgasm. So, 
when you work with a 
good director and a good 
actor that makes it seem 
just like a regular Tuesday, 
then love scenes are like 
any other fight scene. 
They’re just awesome.” 

Being the only woman in 
the cast, Saldana knew 
there was a lot of pressure. 

“You have twice as much 
work to do because you 
don’t want to be singled 
out. You’re already the only 


girl. So if you’re the one 
that says, T can’t do this,’ 
or whatever. It’s going to 
be, ‘Oh, my gosh, she’s 
wimping out because she’s 
a girl,”’ she says. “I like be¬ 
ing around men. I’ve al¬ 
ways felt like I can hold my 
own.” 

That male-friendly atti¬ 
tude extended to off-hours 
activities as well, she ad¬ 
mits, especially with the 
cast and crew on location 
in Puerto Rico. 

“I’m a beer-and-wine 
kind of girl and I like to un¬ 
wind with the boys,” she 
admits. “We were staying 
at this awesome hotel in 
San Juan and the crew, the 
team, the cast, we would 
all just go there and un¬ 
wind.

review It’s never clear why 
the world needed an Amer¬ 
ican version of Death at a 
Funeral, Frank Oz’s 2007 
British comedy, but the re¬ 
sult is entertaining all the 
same. 

Collecting an all-star en¬ 
semble, the film follows 
the beleaguered Aaron 
(Chris Rock) as he tries to 
bury his recently deceased 
father while dealing with a 
number of family issues — 
not least of which is his re¬ 
sentment of younger 
brother Ryan (Martin 
Lawrence), the successful, 
limelight-hogging author. 
(Aaron, of course, is an as¬ 


piring writer himself, 
though he hasn’t let any¬ 
one read his manuscript.) 

Transplanting the story 
from England to Pasadena, 
Calif., few changes have 
been made to the plot. 

Peter Dinklage even 
reprises his role as a myste¬ 
rious guest with informa¬ 
tion about the deceased he 
assumes the family would 
like buried along with 
him. While very funny, the 
film suffers from two dis¬ 
tinct problems, the first 
being its rush to tie up plot 
lines — or drop them alto¬ 
gether. The other problem 
is Chris Rock himself, who 
seems ill-equipped to carry 
the film, even with such a 
huge ensemble around 
him. Playing the straight 
man to so much insanity, 
Rock feels restrained, his 
stronger comic abilities 
wasted.

Love and life come together for Lily Frost

Welcome to the warmer 
side of Lily Frost. 

Over the past half 
decade, pop-influenced 
singer-songwriter Lily Frost 
has garnered much atten¬ 
tion for her expressive, 
sentimentality and viral 
melodies that have 
prompted many promi¬ 
nent television programs 
to feature her regularly. Yet 
despite an innate ability to 
craft fetching tunes, it’s 
Frost’s touching lyrics on 
life and love that have tru¬ 
ly won over listeners. 

Still, with her latest full- 
length Viridian Torch (Apo- 
ria), we are about to experi¬ 
ence a fresh perspective on 
the Toronto-based 

chanteuse. Named in hon¬ 
our of a passion for nature 
while avoiding being 


mired in ecological issues, 
the album celebrates 
greenery and finds Frost in 
an enviable state of musi¬ 
cal and personal cohesion. 

“I feel like for the first 
time, everything has come 
together,” she beams, not¬ 
ing how marriage and fam¬ 
ily life has shifted her cre¬ 
ative focus. “I’m not yearn¬ 
ing for love. A lot of my 
songs in the past were 
about searching for it, feel¬ 
ing lonely, unrequited love 
and things like that. Now, 
however, I’m offering back. 
Not that writing from the 
heart about other things is 
vanity but I’m not just talk¬ 
ing about myself. I’m giv¬ 
ing back to a place and peo¬ 
ple that gave me so much.” 

Based on and influenced 
by her roots in and around 
familial land near Geor¬ 
gian Bay, Viridian Torch re¬ 
veals much more cathartic 
poetry than even Frost ini¬ 


tially considered. Still, the 
journey to realizing and 
embracing her longstand¬ 
ing love of the homestead 
was not an easy one. After 
five albums of personal re¬ 
flection, altering her 
modus and subject matter 
away from the obviousness 
of love was almost terrify¬ 
ing. 

“(Once happy,) I worried 
that I wouldn’t have (lyri¬ 
cal) fodder until I realized I 
should turn my focus to 
something I feel as strong¬ 
ly about that isn’t a man or 
some conflicted interper¬ 
sonal relationship,” she ad¬ 
mits. “I always wondered 
how people could write 
happy songs. I wanted to 
get out of my melancholic 
state of mind; beyond my¬ 
self and offer something 
more.” 

Unsurprisingly, by tap¬ 
ping into her new-found 
enchantment, Frost accom¬

plishes a wealth of blissful 
tunes quite easily. And 
while Viridian Torch is a 
vast departure from her 
previously doleful outings, 
musically the album is still 
replete with her tender 
carousing she defines as, 
“reminiscent of 1960s 


France; a Serge Gains- 
bourg-ish non-categorical 
art project over straightfor¬ 
ward pop.” 

However, as happiness 
continually threatens to be 
fleeting, will Frost adhere 
to this sense of musical 
progressiveness? Does 


Viridian Torch reveal a 
vast, indelible shift to¬ 
wards a broader, loose fo¬ 
cus? Assuredly, she ac¬ 
knowledges, but only in 
terms of conceptual foun¬ 
dations. 

“What might stick now 
is having a conceptual vi¬ 
sion of making records as 
opposed to just drawing in¬ 
spiration from here and 
there, putting them all to¬ 
gether and calling them a 
record.”

Library Voices overcome fear of 
pop on debut Denim on Denim

We’ve all got phobias, but 
this is a new one: A fear of 
pop music. That’s not a 
clinical fear, of course, but 
it’s something Michael 
Dawson, organist and gui¬ 
tarist for Regina’s Library 
Voices, had to overcome. 

“We had been terrified of 
the word pop for years,” he 
says. “It was a little too 
shunned upon for us to 
take it and run with it.” 

But you can’t keep a 
good pop song down, and 
soon enough Dawson 
ditched playing in “noisy” 
bands and embraced his 
love of the Beach Boys and 
the Kinks and The New 
Pornographers. 

Dawson, and his seven 
other bandmates, realized 
that bubbly pop wasn’t 
something to hide from 
when they did what every 
20-something with a vinyl 
collection does — listen to 
old records. “We heard 
these old tracks that we 
loved over the years and 


came to the conclusion 
that there’s so much more 
to these songs than guitar, 
bass and vocals. It’s so 
dense. Until we were into 
our 20s we never stopped 
to consider a harmonica.” 

It was then the band was 
born. Library Voices sounds 
a lot like The New Pornog¬ 
raphers — multi-layered 
harmonies, rich, peppy in¬ 
strumentation, chants, 
cheers and male, female 
vocals. It’s incredibly 
catchy and while the band 
still have some work to do 
before they write an album 
as brilliant as the Pomos’ 
Mass Romantic, their well 
crafted power pop tunes 
should only get better with 
time. 

Despite being relative 
newcomers on the Canadi¬ 
an music scene, they’re al¬ 
ready garnering a ton of 
buzz. In 2008 Spin.com list¬ 
ed them as a band to watch 
and they’ve shared stages 
with the likes of Stars and 
Plants & Animals. Now, 
with Denim on Denim, 
their first full length, out, 
they’re starting to see their

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audiences grow. 

“Attendance is picking 
up,” says Dawson. “We’ve 
put in the work — over 100 
shows last year — and peo¬ 
ple are starting to take no¬ 
tice.” 

The more popular they 
get, though, the more de¬ 
mands will be placed on 
the Saskatchewan band. 
Dawson says they’re all in 
for the long haul and the 
ones that weren’t already 
left the group. “There were 
10 of us,” he reveals. “But 
two parted ways. Everyone 
understands to put music 
first.” 

Still, with eight people 
it’s not easy to coordinate 
schedules. On one seven- 
week tour, they had to find 
another drummer, and oth¬ 
er obligations have kept 
band members away here 
and there. “It’s something

that has to be catered to 
each of us, especially when 
it’s costing money,” Daw¬ 
son explains. 

With some label interest 

— he won’t say from who 

— and more work on the 
horizon it’s a good bet the 
entire Libraiy Voices crew 
will stick around to see 
where the music will take 
them. “Who knows what 
will happen,” he says. 
“Things started slowly this 
year, but they’re picking up 
like crazy.”

Division’s Unknown 
Pleasures for two bucks. 

Record Peddler: Cus¬ 
tomers at the long-gone 
location across from 
Toronto’s Maple Leaf Gar¬ 
dens had their selections 
brutally critiqued by who¬ 
ever was manning the 
cash register. I’m still gut¬ 


ted that I didn’t buy an 
obscure 12-inch EP by a 
group called 69 Tribe fea¬ 
turing a song called Bik¬ 
ers.

A dog’s life can help a human one 


documentary Jennifer 
Arnold spends her life 
breeding, training and 
matching service dogs for 
people with disabilities or 
special needs. 

It was her own quest for 
a dog that saw her through 
her darkest years when 
she was diagnosed with 
multiple sclerosis and her 
father’s death dimmed her 
chance for independence. 

“I remember not want¬ 
ing to leave the house,” 
she said. “I felt very awk¬ 
ward, scared. It surprised 
me how frightened I was 
to be left alone. You feel so 
vulnerable.” 

Arnold has written a 
book, Through a Dog’s 
Eyes, that comes out in 
September. 

A PBS documentary 
based on the book and nar¬ 
rated by Neil Patrick Harris 
debuts April 21 (check lo¬ 
cal listings for time). 

Harris, star of How I Met 
Your Mother and a dog 
owner, said he was “wildly 
moved” by the documen¬ 


tary about the bond be¬ 
tween the service canines 
and the people they help. 

“You can see it in the 
faces of these dogs,” he 
said.

Arnold was 16 and care¬ 
free, enjoying life with her 
mother and eye-surgeon 
father in Atlanta. 

Then doctors said she 
had multiple sclerosis and 
she found herself in a 
wheelchair. Her father 
tried to get her a service 
dog, but she was far down 
on the waiting list. 


So they decided to set up 
their own service dog 
training school, Canine As¬ 
sistants, an academy her 
father planned to fund by 
delaying his retirement. 
Three weeks later, he was 
hit and killed by a drunk¬ 
en motorcycle driver. 

But Arnold and her 
mother didn’t abandon the 
dream and started training 
their first dog in March 
1992. Canine Assistants is 
now among the largest 
service dog providers in 
the country. 

Through a Dog’s Eyes 
looks at Arnold's treat- 
based teaching methods. 
The film focuses on five 
people, their families and 
the dogs. 

In the last 20 years, Ca¬ 
nine Assistants has given 
away 1,000 dogs; there is a 
waiting list of nearly 2,000. 

The organization does 
not charge for the dogs, 
and will pay for food and 
vet bills for the life of the 
dogs, if needed.

Sex charge halts Seagal show 


Production of a television

Jefferson Parish Sheriff 
Newell Normand said the 
continued video recording 
of the reality series, Steven 
Seagal Lawman, would be a 
distraction for the depart¬ 


ment in light of allegations 
made against Seagal by a 
woman in a California civil 
lawsuit. 

Kayden Nguyen, a 
23-year-old model, 
sued Seagal for $1 mil¬ 
lion on Monday in Los 
Angeles, alleging he 
sexually harassed her 
and engaged in sex 
trafficking. Her lawsuit Steven 
claims Seagal hired her 
as an executive assistant 
and flew her to Louisiana 


while he was making the 
reality series and repeatedly 
groped and fondled her. 

She claims she 
was kept at a house 
in Lafitte, La., for 
several days and 
that Seagal repeat¬ 
edly fondled and 
groped her, touch¬ 
ing her genitals 
Seagal and breasts with¬ 
out permission. 
She claims two other 
women were kept at the 



house and were used by the 
actor for sexual purposes. 

She also claims Seagal 
forced her to take illegal 
prescription medications 
and that she repeatedly 
complained to others on 
Seagal’s staff but wasn’t al¬ 
lowed to leave the home. 

Seagal’s attorney, Marty 
Singer, denied the allega¬ 
tions and said in a state¬ 
ment that Nguyen was fired 
for illegal drug use.

Cameron lauds decision to 


Director James Cameron is 
applauding a Brazilian 
judge’s decision to 
temporarily halt bidding 
on a huge hydroelectric 
dam, yet he warns the 
tight is not over in what he 
calls a “real-life Avatar” 
battle in the Amazon. 

A federal judge in Para 
state on Wednesday delayed 
the April 20 auction for con¬ 
struction of what would be 
the world’s third-largest hy¬ 
droelectric project. 

He said more time was 
needed to examine claims 
that Amazon Indians living 
near the site weren’t con¬ 
sulted about the project and 
that insufficient environ¬ 
mental protection measures 
were put in place. 

“It’s a small victory for us, 
but I don’t expect the battle 
is over,” Cameron told The 
Associated Press by tele¬ 
phone from the small Ama¬ 
zon city of Altamira, where 
he was lending support to 
project opponents. 

Government lawyers 
were analyzing the decision 
Thursday and will appeal it 
soon, said a spokeswoman 
for Brazil’s solicitor gener¬ 
al’s office. She spoke on con¬ 
dition of anonymity due to 
department policy. 


President Luiz Inacio Lula 
da Silva strongly supports 
construction of the Belo 
Monte dam, arguing it will 
help Brazil meet its ever¬ 
growing energy needs. Silva 
on Wednesday also criti¬ 
cized international pressure 
to stop the dam project. 

“No one worries more 
about taking care of the 
Amazon and our Indians 
than we do,” Silva said 
Wednesday in a speech in 
Sao Paulo. 

Silva also said, without 
mentioning Cameron by 
name, that people from de¬ 
veloped nations should not 
lecture Brazil on the envi¬ 
ronment because those 
countries spent centuries 
destroying their own 
forests. 

“We don’t need those 
who already destroyed 
(what they had) to come 
here and tell us what to do,” 
he said. 

The director of the hit 
movies Avatar and Titanic 
spent two days this week 
visiting Indian villages near 
the proposed site of the dam 
on the Xingu River, which 
feeds the Amazon River. He 
said he talked with about 50 
leaders of various Indian

Keeping 
up with 
the Joneses 


There’s a good reason 75- 
year-old Montreal pianist 
Oliver Jones cherished the 
chance to release an 
album with 91 -year-old 
Hank Jones. 

“It’s not often that I get 
the opportunity to play 
with musicians that are 
older than me,” a laughing 
Oliver Jones told The Cana¬ 
dian Press in a telephone 
interview. 

“It was quite a thrill for 
me.” 

Also a thrill? Jones’ 
chance to win a second 
consecutive Juno Award 
for traditional jazz album 
of the year for the result¬ 
ing collaboration between 
he and the elder Jones (no 
relation). 

It’s Oliver Jones’ 10th ca¬ 
reer Juno nomination, and 
he’s already won two tro¬ 
phies. If he wins this one, 
he’ll want to thank the 
other Jones — who won’t 
be present at the show — 
and then another leg¬ 
endary jazz pianist whose 
presence looms over the 
album: Oscar Peterson. 

Peterson, who died in 
2007 at age 82, was Jones’ 
mentor, neighbour and 
friend with a relationship 
that spanned more than 70 
years. And he served as the 
partial inspiration behind 
his latest heralded work. 

The album features two 
powerful renditions of Pe¬ 
terson originals (Blues for 
Big Scotia and Cakewalk) 
and Jones’ warmhearted 
tribute to Peterson, writ¬ 
ten shortly after his death, 
I Remember OP. 

And indeed, there are 
plenty of memories. 

Jones says Peterson lived 


right around the corner — 
“about 15 doors away” — 
when they grew up in 
Montreal’s working-class 
Saint-Henri 
neighbourhood. 

Though Peter¬ 
son was nine 
years his senior, 

Jones became 
familiar with 
him from the 
age of five or 
six. They at¬ 
tended the 
same church 
and Jones lis¬ 
tened to Peter¬ 
son’s radio 
show “religious¬ 
ly.” 

“He was 
someone that I 
saw every day of 
my life as a 
youngster, 
growing up,” 

Jones said. 

Jones took pi¬ 
ano lessons 
from Peterson’s 
older sister, 

Daisy Sweeney 
and acknowl¬ 
edges the 
“tremendous 
impact” Peter¬ 
son had on his 
musical career. 

Playing with 
Hank, mean¬ 
while, also pro¬ 
vided a thrill for 
Jones. 

They’ve 

known each 
other for 

decades. Oliver 
Jones, clearly, 
holds his peer 
in high regard.

INGREDIENTS: 

1 lb (500 g) boneless 
skinless turkey breasts 
3 garlic cloves, chopped 
11/2 tbsp (20 m’) lemon 
juice 

2 tbsp (25 ml) dry white 
wine 

1 tbsp (15 ml) chopped 
fresh sage, or 2 tsp (10 ml) 
dried sage, crumbled 
1 tbsp (15 ml) chopped 
fresh rosemary 
11/2 tsp (7 ml) fresh thyme 
leaves, or 1/2 tsp (2 ml) 
dried thyme 

1 tsp (5 ml) fennel seeds, 
lightly crushed 

2 1/2 tbsp (40 ml) extra-vir¬ 
gin olive oil 

1 red pepper, seeded and 
finely diced 

1 fennel bulb, finely diced 
1 tbsp (15 ml) tapenade, or 
10 black lcalamata olives, 
pitted and finely diced 
8 shallots or pearl onions 
Salt and fresh-ground black 
pepper 

METHOD 

1. Cut turkey into 24 
pieces, each about 2 x 3/4 
in. (5 x 2 cm). Combine 
turkey pieces with 2 garlic 


cloves, 1 tbsp (15 ml) lemon 
juice, wine, sage, rosemary, 
thyme, fennel seeds, 2 tbsp 
(25 ml) olive oil and salt- 
and-pepper seasoning. Toss 
turkey pieces to coat with 
herb mixture. Leave to mar¬ 
inate at least 10 minutes. 

2. Meanwhile, make relish. 
Put red pepper, fennel, 
tapenade or diced olives, re¬ 
maining garlic, 1/2 tbsp (7 
ml) lemon juice and 1/2 tb¬ 
sp (7 ml) olive oil in medi¬ 
um bowl and stir. Add salt 
and pepper to taste; set 
aside. 

3. Preheat broiler to high or 
light barbecue. Thread mar¬ 
inated turkey pieces onto 
skewers. Add one shallot or 
pearl onion to each. 

4. Broil or barbecue kebabs, 

turning over and basting 
with marinade, 15 minutes 
or until turkey is cooked 
through and lightly 
charred in spots. Serve ke¬ 
babs hot with pepper 
relish. serves 4
